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Has Educafion 
Failed To 
Develope Character!

At a teachers’ convention recently 
held in Cabgary a leading Cleric 
charged the schools with failure to 
develop civracter in its studcyts. 

To blame schools for failure in this 
matter does not help very greatly 
im discovering the reasons why the 
sehools have failed, That they 
have fallen short of all that socicty 
bas a right to: expect from the 
schools is evident in the cry about in- 
crease of juvenile crime and the 
genera] behaviour of many of our 
young people. When society entrusts 
the schools with the task of preparing 
its young people to live as good citi- 
zens in a democratic world the 
most careful scrutiny of the end 
and aims of education is necessary. 

In a democratic society it is not 
too. much to say thiat the needs of n 
strong charavter are more exacting 
than in a society ruled by autocratic 
methods, The citizen in a democratic 
society should possess godd powers 
of self-discipline, a very keen sensc 
of the mora] obligations to society-- 
which means to our neighbors first of 
all. This cense of obligation can only 
be achieved when it is linked to some 
strong “inner must” in the spiritual 
life of the individual. These deep- 
rooted convictions will produce 
thoughts and questions which allow 
every other good member of soviety 
to same “inalienable rights” that 
every citizen possesses. Also will 
it lead to the insight that no member 
of society, no matter how much he 
is in the power of another because: 
of circumstances, can ever be & 
legitimate object for exploitation 
In brief, life’ must be held sacred and 
persoyality above eveny other, cgn- 
sideration as of supreme worth, 

I do not ask whether our sctwols 
under the present set-up do meet these 
requirements which are the minimun 
egsentials for.a good democratic cit- 
izen, but whether they can or not, 

To mould the pliable mind and 
epirit of youth into these patterns of 
high moral behaviour requires tools 
which are denied our teachers, Thesy 
tools are a something that I wonder 
if-my clerical friend would be pre- 

to egtrust to them. To back up 
moral sensibilities, as wel} as to devel- 
op them requires a sane religious 
af life. Religious educe- 
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tion undistorted or handicapped by a 
theological bias. 

Religion has a very vital part to 
play in the development of character. 
{t plays a muciy greater role in this 
present life than the mere holding out 
of a hope in a future world, 

We speak of our educational system 
a: a “secular education.” By that 
we probably understayd a process of 
sharpening up the mental powers for 
the purpose of gaining greater econ- 
omic advantages in life. That really 
means to make more money and make 
it easier. All our secular, activities 
these days centre and revolve around 
that thought. 

Also, we labor under the delusion 
that situations are, or can be faced in 
a moral vacuum, But it is the moral 
and spiritual quality of life 
determines how any given situation 
is faced, and any problem is approach- 
ed and solved, 

Another delusion is that the moral 
«ature of a child can be rightly de- 
veloped without any regard to his 
religious life. Morals, to be effective 
at all, must be backed by some re- 
ligious convictions, which alone can 
provide the necessary “inner must.” 

The reason we have secular educa- 
tion—if any education can be de- 
scribed as “secular” at all, is because 
we fiave still too much religions 
bigotry which fears the open mind 
in religion ad seeks to find God in 
a closed mental outlook, But what. 
morals can you develop without re- 
ligion? 

“Honesty is the best policy,” is one 
of those sayings that comes to my 
mind. But that saying has no moral 
value since it places a moral con- 
cept on a foundation of a policy 
whiciy it does not define, Policy for 
what ends? ‘The ends of making 
money, of course. Honesty bécomes 
a legal obligation only—and as suqh 
it may have nothing to do with a 
moral sense of honesty. Besides it is 
quite conceivable that for the pure 
pose of making more money dis- 
honesty might promise to be an even 
better policy—what then? It is not 
a@ question of morals at all, but a 
question of policy. The lack in that 
situation is that an “inner must”, a 
religious conviction that wrong 1s 
wrong and leads to ruin,

The federal. government agency 
The Central Mortgage ‘and Housing 
Corporation, has power to requisition 
unoccupied buildings for purposes of 
housing, It was necessary to use this 
power only occasionally because of 
the co-operation received from own- 
ers when the need was made clear to 
them, These buildings were leased to 
the. mvnicipal governments and con- 
verted to, dwelling units. Where 
necessary’ thie Dominion” government 
helps to’ meet the conversion costa 
and assisted fimancially in the con- 
version of 3,034 dwelling units. Be- 
cause of the many municipal gov- 
ernmeuts involved it has not been 
possible to get the exact total of 
emergency units provided but it is 
certain that it has reached 5000 now 
and will greatly exceed that number.

Reliable advice has been made available through 
provincial departments of agricture, district agricultural representatives, 
agricultural magazines, universities and numerous other sources, and farm- 
ers who have problems of soil erosion have the advantage of these services

Cash Income 
Is Reduced 


A short time ago the Royal Bank of Canada publish- 
ed an interesting and informative article on the sub- 
ject of soil conservation and that article has been 
followed by a pamphlet on the same subject written 


especially for farmers. Entitled “Making Money by Saving Soil’ the booklet 
deals with many interesting aspects of the problem of soil erosion and the 
methods of counteracting this grave menace to Canadian agriculture. Among 
other things, it deals with the subject of cash income from farm products. 
During the first six months of this year, the writer states cash income was 
reduced by 50 million dollars for Saskatchewan farmers, 33 million dollars 
for the farmers of Alberta, and seven million in the province of Manitoba. 
This reduction is not attributed entirely to lack of soil conservation, but it 
is pointed out that in North Dakota a survey of 197 farmers revealed that 
271,000 more bushels of wheat had been produced on 3,000 less acres of land 
after measures had been taken to combat soil erosion,

trol and it may have a great bearing on the cash returns for his year's 
work, The concluding paragraph of the pamphlet mentioned above says: 
“The frightful force of soil erosion is demanding immediate attention in 
every part of Canada, Any large scale project needs education, and children, 
growing up to their inheritance, should be trained in school, through text- 
books and motion pictures, to awareness of what is going on. Today’s strug- 
gle by Canada’s farmers is no flash-in-the-pan, ending in another beginning 
of the cycle of decline. Besides preserving their land today for their own 
benefit, and as an inheritance for their children, they must see that their 
children are taught how to continue the good work.” In publishing informa- 
tion and advice on this important subject the Royal Bank is performing a 


most commendable public service.

Manufacturers Are Asked 
To Step Up Production 


OTTAWA.—Shortening, which has 
been in drastically short supply in 
Canada for months, is expected to 
improve markedly during the next 
six weeks, prices board officials-said. 

Manufacturers have been asked to 
produce on a basis of 100 per cent. 
of their 1941 performance. 

In addition, a large shipment of 
shortening from Argentina, which 
Canada obtained during October and 
which was held up at New York due 
to a longshoremen’s strike, started 
to arrive in Canada recently. 

Officials stated it was not certain 
exactly how these factors would af- 
fect the situation, but said they be- 
lieved the shortening picture would 
be “brightened considerably” in a 
few weeks, barring unforseen devel- 
opments.

Leith did not see tie coming collision 
owing to his side of tiie windshield 
heing covcred with frost but he heard 
Wan ¢r’s warning shout and threv 
up this arms, but before he could 
protect his face the collision occured 
and he was hurled head first into 
the wind shield receiving numerous 
cuts to his face. /Tihe inside of his 
mouth received most of tio injuries 
and it was necessary to put sixteen 
stitches to close up the wounds in 
his mouth, 


One of the very interesting propos- 
als now being advanced is the prices 
of merchandise should be equalized 
all over Canada regardless of freight 
rates.
